Interest in the debate centered in 
the oratorical duel between former 


Premier Briand and M,. Caillaux, min- 
ister of finance, The debate was de- 
clared to have been one of the most 
brilliant that has ever taken place in 
the chamber, impartial applause from 
all sections of the house greeting 
each verbal thrust or parry of the 
speaker. From these demonstrations 
it became evident that the sentiment 
of the house was in favor of a vote 
of confidence in the government, most 
of the delegates not favoring the idea 
of a ministerial crisis on cue eve of
